Reis R. Kash, a longtime in­

criminal 
investigation 
division 
(C1D). testified he had enough 
information to keep dozens of 
a g e n t s 
busy 
investigating 
Wooldridge, 
But he said Turner ordered 
the case closed, saying he had 
consulted with Gen. Harold K. 
Johnson, then 
Army chief of 
staff. 
The Senate permanent investi­ 
gations 
subcommittee 
had 
heard similar testimony Thurs­ 
day, including reports that influ­ 
ence peddling and liquor smug­ 
gling were involved. 


Orders Obeyed 
Turner’s orders blocking the 
investigation were obeyed with­ 
out protest, Lt Col. Jack Pruett 
explained, 
because; 
“ After 
you’ve spent your life in the 
Army you lock your heels and 
obey your orders.” 
Kash sa*d CID agents at Ft. 
Benning, Ga., reported that in 
1967 Wooldridge, a retired Army 
major general and a group of 
sergeants who run noncommis­ 
sioned officers’ clubs in Europe 
and South Vietnam, met secret­ 


ly 
He said the purpose of the 
meeting was to “work out a sys­ 
tem of manipulating American 
military 
payment 
certificates, 
South Vietnamese piastres and 
green (U.S.) dollars.” He sa.d 
the alleged scheme w ts world­ 
wide in scope. 


But mainly, he said, it was a 
general business meeting to dis­ 
cuss “ the investment of money 
that 
was being generated by 
other illicit activities.” 
Witnesses Thursday identified 
the retired officer attending the 
meeting as Maj. Gen. William 
A. 
Cunningham 
III,

commander of t e 24th Infantry 
Division at Augsburg, Germany. 


Col. James C. Shoultz, now 
deputy provost marshal gener­ 
al, said the Army now has as 
many as 90 agents probing all

Wooldridge 
and others involved. 
Col. Shoultz said that at the 
time of the earlier investigation 
he h.id been commanding offi­ 
cer of the 1st CID unit in Wash­ 
ington. 
When he reported the charges 
to Turner, ht- said, he was told 
they had been discussed with 
the chief of staff and that Turner 
didn’t beheve any of ¡t. He quot­ 
ed Turner as giving this de­ 
scription of Wooldridge: “ He is 
a very simple fellow and people 
take advantage of h,m frequent­ 
ly.” 
Not Present 
Wooldridge, who at ended the 
first day of the hearings, has 
not been present since. 
Kash said his analysis of the 
case led him to beheve Wool­ 
dridge was a leader of a crimi­ 
nal conspiracy in the noncom­ 
missioned officer corps so large 
and so unprecedented that noth­ 
ing in his experience hud ever 
approached it.

The FBI said it has cracked a horse race fixing 
ring which had an Upland man as a member and 
doped a winning horse af the Los Angeles County 
Fairgrounds in 1968 among its nationwide opera­ 
tions. 
Roy D. Garner, 39, of 754 W. Azure Ct., Upland, 
was indicted along with eight others Thursday by 
the Federal grand jury on charges of conspiracy 
and interstate betting violations. 
The 
FBI 
is 
searching 
for 
Gam er 
who 
is 
described as a professional gambler and licensed 
thoroughbred horse owner and operator of the Bir- 
dif* Stables. He was charged tn all 10 counts of 
the indictment. 
Wesley Grapp. special agent for the FBI, said 
five men named in the federal warrants were taken 
into custody in a series of coordinated arrests 
throughout the Los Angeles area. Garner is the 
only local man indicted. 
The multiple arrests Thursday ended a 10-month 
long investigation by the FBI into alleged horse 
race fixing. 
Byrne said many wagers 
were 
placed 
across 
state lines either by telephone or by one of the de­ 
fendants traveling to various states including Tex­ 
as. Pennsylvania. Ohio and Nevada. 
Offenses included interstate transmission of wag­ 
ering mtormation and interstate transportation in 
aid of racketeering. Maximum penalties of five 
years’ imprisonment and a $10.000 fine could be 
given on the conspiracy charge and on each charge 
of interstate transportation in aid of racketeering, 
as well as a two-year imprisonment and a $10.000 
fine on each count of interstate transmission of wag­ 
ering information. 
FBI agents named the alleged fixing on the race 
horse Deerwood Duke at the Los Angele*. County 
Fairgrounds on Sept. 25 of last year. 
Phil Shepherd, secretary and manager of the 
Los Angeles County Fair, said the horse, Deerwood 
Duke, was the winning horse in the 12th race. 
Shepherd said the race paid $45 to win (on a $2 
bet), $15.40 to place; and $7 40 to show. 
A uranilysis report showed that amphetamine 
had been injected in Deerwood Duke. The winning 
purse of $3,700 was held up by the California Horse 
Racing Board and the purse eventally was awarded 
to tht* owner of the second place horse in the race. 
Emery L. Long, 60. 
a 
licensed 
thoroughbred 
horse trainer from Temple City, was suspended for 
30 days by the racing board after the incident. He 
wa> arrested and accused Thursday of conspiracy 
and one count of interstate transportation in aid of 
racketeering. 
Others arrested by FBI agents in their roundup 
are Clarence A. Swank, 46. Los Alamitos; Lyle K. 
Berge. 44, Buena Park; Bernard Bernstein, 53, Los

Law Said Invalid 


SAN 
FRANCISCO 
(UPI>— 
The California Supreme Court 
has 
ruled 
unconstitutional 
the 
state ’s “ Little Lindbergh” kid­ 
naping law, under which Caryl 
Chessman was executed almost 
a decade ago. 
In 
a 6-1 
decision, 
the high 
court 
Thursday 
held 
that 
a 
robber who forces his victim to 
move during the course of a 
holdup cannot 
be 
separately 
punished 
for kidnaping unless 
the 
movement 
“ substantially 
increases the risk of h arm .” 
The court thus reversed the 
kidnaping convictions of Gene 
Daniels and 
Archie 
Simmons, 
sentenced to death in the 1966 
robbery and rape of three Los 
Angeles 
women 
because 
the 
victims w ere moved across a 
room 
or 
from 
one 
room 
to 
another during the crimes. The 


court said the two defendants 
still would 
be 
prosecuted 
“ to 
the full extent of the law” on 
the other charges. 
The decision thus overturned 
the court’s 1951 decision in the 
Chessman case 
when 
it 
con-, 
strued the words “ kidnaps or 
carries 
aw ay” 
in 
the 
state 
statute 
to 
mean 
the 
act 
of 
moving the victim any distance 
whatsoever. 
It was nine years later after 
a hectic series of legal battles

Chessman,

boitc of the jackpot win in the various sweepstakes 
offer. 


It a p p ea rs that a prom otional firm is selling this 
sw eep stak es tetter-catti serv ice to appliance d eal­ 
e rs, for the letters sent by independent sto re s and 
chain stores in the Pom ona 
Valley, Covina, San 
B ern ard in o and O range County, h av e been received 
by Action Line readers o \ e r the P o m o n a Valley. 


T he following a r e ex cerp ts from som e of Action 
L in e’s m ail on the ap p lian ce offers; 


“ Y es, I have been a ‘w inner’ about 10 or 12 
tim es during the past two \e a r s and have tried to 
report it to the proper regulating agen cies. I went 
to the store to collect m y ‘prize.’ They refused to 
accept cash and refused to accept paym ents on 
an annual basis. Further, Ihev charge sales tax 
on the service.

This sales a p ­ 
proach does otten sell the goods. 


“ I received two sw eepstakes letters. The first 
contained a card that w as a blank. The second 
letter cam e a m onth later and this tim e I hit 
the ‘jaekpot’ with three bars. I had no room for 
the stereo, so gave it to m y sister who paid the 
$K4.25 w arranty charge. 


“ I also received a certificate good for th ree 
days 
and 
two nighis in l a s V egas which was 
good 
for a yea r’s tim e. 
There must be a catch 
and I should have been on the ‘ball* when a young 
man ca m e to my door and said he w as answ er­ 
ing m y request about insurance.

Talking Can Lead to 


Mutual Reasoning 


Chino school officials and the Chino police de­ 
partment arc to be commended tor the way they 
have been trying to solve strife on the Chit to High 
School campus. 
It is no secret that there has boon past bad 
feeling between portions of both ethnic communi­ 
ties involved which has occasional!} surfaced into 
\ iolencc. 
But the new school Superintendent, Royee Lapp, 
lias agreed to try new approaches to the old problem. 
11«' has agreed to a policy of encouraging talk be­ 
tween both sides involved 
both on the adult level 
and among teen-agers who ha\o been caught up in 
the violence either as actors or as spectators. 
Violence spawns violence in return. Talking, un­ 
der controlled circumstances, sometimes leads to 
common understanding. 
The Progress-Bulletin notes that while the offi­ 
cials have encouraging talk, they have also made it 
clear they will not tolerate any wanton violence and 
have taken preventive steps to avoid violence at 
night sports events. 
School officials should he encouraged in the new 
undertakings and we ask the entire community to 
meet this willingness to talk by participating and 
working toward mutual solutions that are not solved 
overnight, especially without effort. 


Let's Hear It 
For Clean Water 


Striking while the iron is hot is a maxim that has 
political as much as. if not more than, any other appli­ 
cation. 
In American politics, this would appear to ho a vint­ 
age year for striking on some long - standing and basic 
issues. 
Currently we have the drive in abolish the Elector­ 
al College in favor of direct popular election of the presi­ 
dent. With the near-disastor of the 1968 election still 
reasonably fresh in the public mind and the political 
climate therefore favorable a s perhaps never before, 
the House has passed and President Nixon has now come 
out in favor of the proposed constitutional amendment. 
There is now just the faintest chance that the procedure 
for electing the American president may be rescued 
from the ISth century^ and brought into the 20th by 1072, 
Earlier we had taxes, the rare spectacle of congress­ 
men in numbers exercising themselves not. as usual, 
ever raising more but over simplifying, even easing, 
the citizen’s burden. With signals ot an imminent tax­ 
payers’ revolt flashing all over the horizon, it was 
clear that the time for tax reform had clearly come. 
The final results aren’t in yet, but berth Congress and 
the administration have taken advantage of the mood 
of the moment to tackle the most far-reaching over­ 
haul of the tax system in reoent history. 
In this grab bag of issues, there is yet another item, 
not as ex' iiing perhaps hut probably even more irn- 
portant in the long run, where, hopeful I v. Washington 
will show itself equallv willing to follow where public 
opinion leads. 
For a long time now pollution has rivaled the weath­ 
er as a subject generating a great deal of t.dk but pre­ 
cious little action. We all know In now whit we are 
doing to our environment, the dire predict ions for the 
near future and how far we are falling short in taking 
the steps necessary to prevent them from coming to 
pass. 
The public is clearly in favor of action. A recent 
Gallup Poll reported S5 per cent of the population <*on- 
cerned about water pollution and 7?. i>or cent ready to 
spend money—i.e., taxes—to combat it. Washington 
al>o seemed to be in s t e p with the passage of the Clean 
Watet Act hack in 196(5, which was supposed to channel 
a steady flow of federal funds into state and kxal polu- 
tion-control programs. 
Unfortunately, the flow has been more of a trickle. 
Actual 
fund 
appropriations 
have 
consistly 
fallen 
short of clean-water authorizations. In 1968, $450 million 
was authorized and $20.1 million finally appropriated. 
In 1969, it was 5211 million appropriated against $700 
million authorized. In the current budget, tin* adminis­ 
tration has again asked for $211 million, while Congress 
authorized a round billion. 
It appears, however, that public* sentiment, as ex­ 
pressed through a Crusade for Clean Water waged bv a 
coalition of national organizations ranging from the 
League of Women Voters to the United Steel Workers, 
instead of the administration may have its wav on this 
one. 
It is sorely needed. Without the p r o m i s e e ! federal 
funds, the cleanup program would eventually collapse 
despite efforts by loc al governments, which have passed 
bond issues to raise their share of needed funds, and 
oven, increasingly, Industry . And that, with the c o n s e ­ 
quent accelerated deterioration of our water resourc­ 
es, is something we can much less afford.

Bowen 
became chairman of the eco­ 
nomics department at CBS this 
fall. 
He argued that only a govern­ 
ing board insulated from pres­ 
sure groups could be the ulti­ 
mate protector of academic free­ 
dom.

Customarily t h e governing 
board relies on the administra­ 
tion for most decisions, but the 
faculty is trusted to make de­ 
cisions about curricula and aca­ 
demic appointments, the speak­ 
er said.
